HONG KONG GB-Red China to­ 
day released two American civil­ 
ians—the first of 22 the Commu­ 
nists have promised to free. One 
of the two asserted he was guilty 
of spying for the United States. 
Released were Walter A. Rick­ 
ed of Seattle, a Fulbright schol­ 
ar imprisoned July 25, 1951, on 
espionage charges, and the Rev. 
Harold W. Rigney, 54, Chicago, 
dean of the Roman Catholic Fu 
Jen University in Peiping. He 
was arrested on spying in July 
1951. 
Rickett said, after crossing the 
border into 
this 
British 
crown 
colony: “I was engaged in espion­ 
age work. I collected military in­ 
formation.” 
Rickett’s wife Adele, when re­ 
leased by the Reds last February, 
said she was guilty of spying. She 
praised the 
Communists 
highly. 
She reiterated that today after her 
husband was freed. 
American 
officials 
said 
last 
spring Mrs. Rickett appeared to 
have been thoroughly “ brainwash­ 
ed.” Rickett is a former U. S. 
Marine Corps language officer who 
speaks Chinese and Japanese.

Nixon said he would open fire 
at the National Plowing Contest 
in Wabash, Ind., tomorrow on 
critics of the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration’s flexible price sup­ 
port farm program. 
Nixon may well be asked to 
comment also on a statement last 
night by a Democrat governor who 
declared the present Eisenhower 
administration is building “a mil­ 
lionaires’ party . . . . incapable of 
sympathy for 
the 
farmer, 
the 
workingman and the small busi­ 
nessman.” 
That burning shot was fired in 
Los 
Angeles 
by 
Pennsylvania’s 
young chief executive, George M. 
Leader. 
Republican state c h a i r m e n 
agreed at a meeting here last week 
that declining farm prices offer 
the greatest political threat to the 
election of a COP Congress next 
year. Some of them arc known to 
have suggested to National Chair­ 
man Leonard W. Hall that Nixon 
was the man to answer sharpened 
Democratic criticism in this field. 
Thus far, the chief Republican 
reply has been that the Eisen­ 


hower administration inherited 
the great crop surpluses which 
they said were caused by rigid 
price supports under the Demo­ 
crats. 
But

Benson has said that President 
Eisenhower will have something 
“very specific” to propose to Con­ 
gress as an addition to the present 
program.

B E E F PLENTIFUL 
IN CONTRAST with the immediate post­ 
war years when beef was scarce, that com­ 
modity is now so plentiful that the problem 
is to keep from dipping so low as to threat­ 
en the economic health of the cattlemen. 
Quotations for top beef animals are lower 
than a year ago, when prices were at a 
postwar low. In January of this year, af­ 
ter a quick upturn, prices were one-third 
higher than at present. 
Last spring, when top grade beef norm­ 
ally would have reached the markets, far­ 
mers and cattlemen held off selling hoping 
for higher prices. Now many of them are 
selling rather than carry the animals 
through another winter. As a result a third 
of the marketing in Chicago are prime cat­ 
tle. A year ago only a fifth of the receipts 
were prime. 
A seasonal price rise usually is enjoyed 
by producers in the fall. It is expected to 
be quite small this season because the num­ 
ber of cattle on feed is of record propor­ 
tions and 13 per cent above last year. 
Price stability is esteemed more by m a­ 
ny stockmen than wide price swings, pro­ 
vided the stability is at a level in accord­ 
ance with costs. 


INDUSTRIAL HOLOCAUSTS 
DISASTROUS fires in industry are less 
numerous than they were several decades 
ago, but much more costly. Improved safe­ 
ty methods are saving the lives of em­ 
ployes and preventing interruption to pro­ 
duction. 
But when fire breaks out in modern in­ 
dustry, damage can be enormous. Regard­ 
less of the amount of loss finally determin­ 
ed as the correct figure in the fire at the 
oil refinery in Indiana, it will be one of 
the most expensive conflagrations in his­ 
tory. A fire in a transmission factory in 
Michigan several years ago caused a loss 
of more than $50 million. 
Such losses merely reflect the enormous 
cost of equipping a factory or a refinery in 
this highly mechanized age. A factory cap­ 
ital expenditure of $100,000 for each em­ 
ploye is no longer unusual. As the automa­ 
tion age progresses, investments in indus­ 
try will become still larger. 


TO GIVE OR LET SPOIL 
JAPAN IS reported to be seeking Amer­ 
ican farm crop surpluses to a maximum 
value of $100 million dollars. Cotton, wheat 
and soybeans are the commodities desired. 
What U. S. government policy currently is 
on moving publicly farm surpluses, es­ 
pecially wheat, out of the country before 
spoilage sets in is not clear. 
Many factors are involved, of course. 
The government may desire to use sur­ 
pluses as an inducement to Japan to remain 
in the Western orbit. It may be analyzing 
what would happen to the economy of the 
Asian rice bowl if huge gifts of commodi- 


George E. Sokolsky’g 
These Days 


The relations between Japan and the 
United States are historically unusual. The 
United States conquered Japan in World 
War II and could have turned it into a co­ 
lony. The Japanese, in 1945, were in no 
position to resist any conditions imposed 
upon them by the conqueror. They had 
dreamed dreams which had turned into a 
nightmare. 
Mamoru Shigemitsu was chosen to stand 
on the U.S.S. “Missouri” to surrender to 
General Douglas MacArthur. Shigemitsu 
was symbolic of Japan’s tragedy. One who 
had recognized the errors of Japanese mil­ 
itarism, who feared the consequences of 
their wild aspirations in the early 1930’s, 
Shigemitsu had stood loyally by his coun­ 
try throughout all the mistakes of policy 
and activity, had his legs shot out from un­ 
der him, crippled for life; nevertheless 
proud, hopeful, even gay. 
It was a moment for me to see him ag­ 
ain .for we had started our careers in the 
Far East about the same time, 37 years 
ago, and have known each other during all 
of the years. I have seen him in conference 
with Chinese and Americans and I have 
seen him fight for his country, but, even 
more, fight for sanity in Asia where, in 
those years, there was little sanity because 
a fierce nationalism was observing the 
perspective not only of the masses but of 
the leaders of both China and Japan,. 
Instead of becoming an American colony, 
Japan was rebuilt by General Douglas 
MacArthur into a soverign state, depend­ 
ent upon the United States economically 
and defensively but sovereign nonetheless. 
Whatever criticism there may now be of 
the MacArthur regime in Japan or in the 
United Stites, it remains one of the out­ 
standing expressions of moral conduct in 
history. Japan’s weaknesses are of the soil 
and of geography, of politics or policy. 
Fundamentally, the trouble started soon 
after the Meiji Revolution (1868) when the 
Japanese determined, as a result of the 
opening of the country by Commodore 
Perry (1853), to become a modern nation. 
Unquestionably, Prince Ito and his assoc­ 
iates were influenced by the history of 
Great Britain. 
Here too is an island kingdom, small in 
area but large in population, homogeneous 
and intensely patriotic, capable of trem ­ 
endous energy but lacking in foodstuffs and 
raw materials, lying off a continent which 
it had to master and from which, for more 
than 300 years, it gained political and ec­ 
onomic strength. What England was to Eu­ 
rope, Japan would be to Asia. 
But Japan was late. It was not possible 
to do in the reign of Hirohito what the 
British did under Elizabeth I and the Stu­ 
arts and which was crowned with the dia­ 
dem of India in the reign of Victoria. J a ­ 
pan entered upon a career of imperialism 
when imperialism was dying in its classical 
forms and was to be revived, some decades 
later, by an altogether new method, one 
that Japan could not employ, by Soviet 
Russia. 
So Japan lost not only a war but perhaps 
80 years of history. At the Washington Con­ 
ference (1921), Japan was the third nation 
on Earth; today, Japan is not even a 
member of the United Nations.

Malachi Calls for Righteous Living 


He Rebukes Priests and People for Indifference to God 


Scripture—Leviticus 22:21-22; Malachi. 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
MALACHI is called “the last 
of the prophets.** His short book 
of three chapters is the last in 
the Old Testam ent. It was w rit­ 
ten, it is believed, between 425 
and 400 B.C., after the return 
from captivity. 
The people of 
Judah were not living according 
to Jehovah’s laws. Indeed, they 
seemed indifferent to His com­ 
mands as given to Moses. 
Malachi writes, the Lord says 
He has loved His people and they 
ask, “Wherein hast thou loved 
u s?” The entire history of the 
people 
of 
Israel 
demonstrates 
vividly the love God had for them. 
Yet Malachi m ust chide them for 
their indifference to Jehovah’s 
commands. He accuses them, say­ 
ing that when they bring their 
offerings to the altar, they choose 
animals who may be blind, lame, 
sick, which shows a contempt for 
the Lord’s table. 
The priests, says Malachi, offer 
polluted (spoiled, unfit for food) 


should check on this m atter, each 
one of us. 
In another m atter the people 
of Israel were greatly at fault—• 
a m atter which is also true of our 
generation. It is in dealings with 
our families and our fellows. Mal­ 
achi says: 
“Have we not all one F ather? 
hath not God created us? why do 
we deal treacherously every man 
against his brother, by profan­ 
ing the covenant of our fathers?” 
Why is man so cruel to m an? 
We grow heartsick at the crimes 
committed every day in our own 
country and which are duplicated 
over the entire world. The very 
least we can do is to treat others 
fairly, not cheating or being un­ 
kind to them. 
And in the m atter of divorce, 
which is such a problem in our 
modem world, 
Malachi has a 
word for that too. He speaks of 
the man who m arries in his youth, 
but casts his wife aside in later 
years and takes another—in the 
Hebrews’ case, possibly a heathen
